N Wedaefday laft the 20th Currant, arri- 
ved here the Sloop Ip{wich from Anna- 
polis-Royal, in whom came Arthur Sa- 
vage, Efg; Secretary of His Majefty’s 

Province of Neva Scotia, from whom we have the 
following Account. 
ON the Twelfth of this Inftant June, being a 
Paffeoger on Board the Sloop Ipfwich Cape. 
James Bio Commander; left Annapolis-Royal, 
bound here, The Malter of the faid Sloop having 
a Fifhery at Paffamaquadda, we put io there the 
13th, to fappty them with Neceffaries, as he in- 
formed us. About five a Clock in the Morni 
anchored jin Otter Cove, about fix the Mafter wit 
two Hands, and five Paffengers, viz. Hibbert New- 
ton, Efq; His Majefty’s ColleGtor for the Port of 
Annapolis-Royal, in Nova-Scotia, his Child, Me, 
ohn Adams, ja. my felf, and Servant, went on 
Ione to a French Houle called Old Dunboys, where 
were about 10 or 3 Dozen French, who pretended 
much Refpe&. and Friendlhip for us. We had not 
been a fhore above an Hour or thereabouts, before 
as many Indians from the Woods came down upon 
us to the Water-fide, where we were all together 
except the Child) with the Fifhery aforefaid. 
Indians at firlt feigned Friendfhip, fome of 
them affifting in {preading the Fifth; but io a few 
Mioutes the others furrounded as: One of them 
talking to Capt. Blin, took hold of him. he begin- 
ping to ftruggle, asked what was the Matter 5 up- 
oo which we were of us up- 
on by the Indians, faying we were their Prifoners, 
chee there was War, and if we made any Refiftance 
they would knock us on the Head, for they had 
Orders for what they did from Monfieur Vaudriel 
Governour of Canada ; that they had taken at Se. 
ohn’s a few Days before an Englifh Sloop George 
i nam Mafter, We informed them there was no War, 
and that they were impofed for 
our Liberty, but was refufed ; they then led as up 
to the aforefaid Houle, where was their Chief 8a- 
gamore. Inthe mean time one of the Sloop’s Crew, 
and my Servant, who flipped from the Indians, 
made their Efcape on Board in the Boat, alarmed 
the Mate Mr. Francis Frederick, a Boy, sod two 
French P ers, with the News of ourMiefortane, 
who got the Sloop in a readinefs to Sail. As foon 
as the Indians had fecured usin the Houfe they 
fetched in feveral Hatchets, moft of them drawing 
their Knives ; then held s Confultation. We 
ading all that was poffible for our Raofom, of- 
eri < Jom aconfiderable Prefent in Goode: All 
which were refufed, they faying the Sloop and all 
her Cargo was theirs, and that we mult go to 
Canada ; the Sagamore demanded how many Men 
were on Board, was anfwered Five, he {aid be 
- would have them all on fhore. Upon which | of- 
fered my Setvice to go with two Indians in a Birch 
Canoe on board to fetch them 5 at left with « great 
deal of Difficulty obtained leave. We went part of 
the way together : The Indians being afraid, 
afhore, and fent me off slone. At 
the fame Time tbree Canocs of Indians lying 
by the Water fide demanded the Men from on 
oo Board. In padling off I owerfee the Canoe, and 
was very bein when I was takenup 
the Boat from the Sloop. As foon ae} hed 
on Board aud delivered my Meffige,the Mate faidhe 
would lofe his Life before be would deliver up the 
Bloop. After we had zdviled what was proper to be 
done, the Wind and Tide favouring our Defign, the 
Mate cat the Cable, and came to Sail, and got {afe 


by all the Indians to the River's Mosth, where 


ith two Frenchmen be!onging to the Shore, 
Tad who we had left behind, 
followed us, we fhortned Sail and let them come 


Mate a Note or Orderfrom Captain Blio, for 


fome Englifh Goods to a confidersble Valuc, which 
were fent a-fhore by them; immediately they re-. 
returned again, a demandtd mere; without a 
Order in Writing, faying the Caprives'were by the’ 
Water-fide, and would be fent off prefently. We 
advifing thereon, the Mate made them Aafwer, 
that he would deliver no more Goods before the. 
Captives were delivered, then he promifed they 
fhould have whatfoever Goods were on board that 
fhould be agreed upon between Capt. Blin and th 
Indians ; telling them withal, he would Gand of 
aod on with the Veffel two Hours, if poffible ;. 
the Weather looking very dirty, that if the did 
not come in that time he would be gone. Upon 
which they went a-fhore. We tatrying about three 
Hours, no Canoe or Boat appearing, the Fog com- 
ing in very thick, it beginning to blow hard, aod 
the Tide of Ebb near ipent, were obliged to put 
to Sea for the Safety of the Veffel and Coogs, ma- 
king the beft of our Way for Boflon, where we ar- 
rived the 20th of June, 1722. Arthur Savage, 
Province of the Maffachufetts-Bay, in New.Eng- 
land.
